Guidelines 

Scribe ™ supports consistent letter formation through the use of both 
horizontal and vertical guidelines, ensuring a proportioned height and 
width ratio for each letter. Guideline support is gradually reduced as the 
book progresses until complete removal at the end of the book, thus 
apportioning support to when it most needed. 



Gradual Size Reduction 

The size of the typeface is gradually reduced as the book progresses until 
it reaches a typical handwriting size at the end of the book. Forming 
large letters in the early stages helps support the accuracy of hand-eye 
coordination and makes it easier to check the correct visual translation of 
letter forms and strokes. Once these skills are perfected, a reduction in the 
typeface size is better facilitated.

Now that you are familiar with the letters of the alphabet and their 
variations at the beginning, middle and end of a word, you should 
be ready to begin composing words. Special care has been taken 
to ensure that the selection of words that follow contain every 
possible permutation of every letter, ensuring a comprehensive 
test of your skills. In this section, the size of the typeface gradually 
gets smaller as you progress. The word length also increases from 
two, three, four, five and six letter words, gradually preparing you 
for writing the sentences that follow in the next section. 
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With word practice now complete, you should be ready to 
progress on to writing sentences. The selection of sentences 
presented in this section are drawn from Prophetic hadeeth and 
gradually increase in length, starting from two-word sentences.
